The spaticicldl Usion shall repre- 
sent the political hopes and agspira- 
tions of the fifteen million Negroes 
of the United States of America on 
American questions, domestic to 
America, and shall represent the in- 
terests of the millions of Negroes of 
the West Indies in their different 
and respective islands affecting do- 
mestic political questions, and so 
also in the scattered communities of 
Africa. The union shall have a sym- 
pathetie relationship politically, 
with Negroes all over the world, but 
each country or community will 
have its domestic program for the 
betterment of the race, in that 
country or community. 

World Solidarity Is Aim 


But the strength of the union 
shall be given to any community or 
country to politically assist it in 
putting over its political program. 
As, for instance, if the Negroes of 
America were politically agitating 
or. working for the passage of any 
special measure for the benefit of 
the race, the entire strength of the 
union would be placed at the dis- 
posal ~f the American section. If 
the Negroes of Trinidad desired to 
carry out any political measure for 
the benefit of that community, the 
unfon would use its stretigth in as- 
sisting them, and so with any com- 
munity where the Negroes live 
throughout the world.

a sinister meaning here, long before the perverted scion of the 


Leopold family ran amuck. 


The Morris Paper Mills company 


of which Nathan Leopold, senior, father of the slayer of the 
Franks boy is president and controlling stockholder, shapes the 
lives of many of the youth of the town and has just broken a 


strike of its workers. 


Five hundred citizens of Morris, mostly sons and daughters 
of retired farmers now residing in the countyseat of Morris 


county, are empldyed in the Leopold paper box mills. 


Few of 


these workers do not know that the money ground out of them 
by the sweat shop piece-work system employed in the plant is 


being used to free the perverted 
and cynical lounge lizard, 
Nathan Leopold, junion one- 
time pet of the idle rich. 
Ground Joy Out of Youth 

But the citizens of Morris are bitter 
against Nathan Leopold, not because 
he is the father of a brutal slayer, but

youth, the energy, the fresh and inno- 
cent girlhood out of 500 of the town’s 
young people. 

“T have been working here three 
years,” one pretty young girl who im- 
pressed one as having been taken out 
of high school at = catiy age, said to

This girl told of the break- 
neck speed réquired, of*the long ten 
hour day with only a few minutes for 
lunch, of the extremely poor pay and 
the absolute certainty that the scale 
will not be increased. 
At the Whim of Leopold. 

For years the profits ground out of 
these young workers have been hand- 
ed over to the whims of the thrill 
seeking family of Leopold. The girls 
are refined looking, bright and young, 
but they have been absorbed into the 
damnable open shop, anti-union fac- 
tory system of the Leopolds. 

“There have been many accidents 
here,” one girl told the DAILY WORK- 
ER. “We must be continually on our 
guard to see that our fingers are not 
crushed in the stitching and cutting 
machines. The girls get a day work 
rate of twan‘y cents an hoi, and the 
men wne do cexactly th:-aame kind of 
work get « Cay rate of tive: cents an 
hour mor:.” 

Profits For Degenerates 

The Leopold machines, .huge and re- 
lentless, grind on, extracting the life 
blood from th@ citizens of Morris, and 
rolling up the profits for a degenerate 
and spendthrift family. 

Family men, working in the paper 
making foundry undergo ten hot and 
trying hours a day. The heat comes 
out of the massive boilers and cylin- 
ders of the foundry, scorching and 
dwarfing the very souls of the men. 
And for this, the men who have to 
support a family, get only three dol- 
lars, and the most skilled trades only 
four dolars a day. 

Strikers Starved Back. 

A union is not to be tolerated by 
the blood-sucking Leopold. There was 
a strike of the caddy department ten 
days ago, but the men were starved 
out and had to return to work at a re- 
duced wage. 

In the paper box factory, girls work 
high up near the ceiling at the press 
machines, feeding, cutting, sorting, 
folding, tending the merciless mon- 
sters. Along the center of the factory 


are the piece work folders, who, work-| 


ing at a most terrific speed, make less 
than 18 and often only 15 dollars a 
week.. The plant runs on five and a 
half days a week with a ten hour day. 
The management has been asked by 
the employes many times to pay over- 
time—but Leopold, no doubt thinking 
that his son was in need of a new Red 
Racer, refused the union conditions. 
The long warehouse and shipping 
room is stacked high with boxes ready

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EUROPE OVER 
TO BANKERS 


Herriot Plans Balance 


of Power for U. S. 


(Special to the DAILY WORKER) 


LONDON, July 31.—Western 
Europe seems safe for the in- 
ternational bankers, led by J. 
P. Morgan. Further details of 
Premier Herriot’s compromise 
proposal, made public today,, 
give the balance of power to 
the American representative on 
the special tribunal proposed 
for the administration of the 
Dawes exactions from Ger- 
many. 

The French are still debating 
with the congress over the 
right of France to take separate 
action against Germany under 
certain circumstances and over 
the date for evacuation of the 
Ruhr but the interests of the 
American lenders are believed 
to be largely safeguarded by 
the strategic place of the U. 5. 
representative. 

American Holds Decision. 

The French compromise says that 
declaration of a German default shall 
be held up until a committee of five 
economic experts and representatives 
of the bond holders, one of whom 
shall be an American, has ratified the 
declaration. The matter then goes 
to the reparations commission Un- 
less the reparations commission is 
unanimous, the issue is then passed 
on to a special tribunal of arbitration, 
composed of three members, one an 
American. This American would hold 
the balance of power between the 
other two who would be English and 
French. 

Americans Control Revenues. 

Furthermore, an American will pre- 
side over the transfer committee 
dealing with German deliveries to the 
allies “and another American is. ex- 
pected to be elected commissioner, to 
supervise Germany’s revenues, 

Americans consider the French of- 
fer too good to be called “compro- 
mise.” It gives the House of Morgan 
more power in European affairs than 
any but those in the inner circle of 
finance or far-seeing Communists 
dreamed was possible. It is expect-

In- 
creased business made it necessary 
in the last year to build a fabricat- 
ing factory with forty-five thousand 
feet of floor space. The non-union 
down-state conditions are so profit- 
able that Leopold is branching into 
other lines of the paper trade and a 
large office building adjoining the fac- 
tory is now nearing completion. .

Judge Ignores _State’s 
ae 


The long-awaited results of the 
“Million-for-Defense” trial of Nathan 
Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb have 
begun to show in the court room. The 
wealthy young murders seem about to 
win at least a hearing of “mitigating 
evidence” which their counsel Clar- 
ence Darrow hopes: will save them 
from the extreme penalty for their 
crimes. i 

Judge John R. Caverly wearily bat- 
tled state’s attorney Robert E. Crowe 
ovér the right of the court to hear 
the testimony of medical men on the 
degree of responsibility of the con- 
fessed slayers. Caverly is quite will- 
ing to hear, in fact, insists that he 
hear, the case of the defense, altho 
the boys have pleaded “guilty.” 

Judge Is Willing. 

His disposition to hear the results 
of Darrow’s and Benjamin Bachrach’s 
legal defense may be a mere gesture 
of toleration, a show of “impartiali- 
ty.” It may be friendliness to the de-| 
fense, part of the results of the “Mil- 
lions for Defense.” It is scarcely con- 
ceivable in this day of such gross in- 
justice on every side that Judge Ca- 
verly should “be ually playing the 
part of the blinded maiden with the 
scales. 

But even that may be the truth. 
The judge is at least willing to listen 
to the defense with as much atten- 
tiveness as he has heard the state's 
case presented. 

Workers Get Short Shift. 

In by far the majority of trials of 
workers, whether on actual or 
trumped-up criminal or radical charg- 
es, the court would be much “more 
willing to accept the state’s attor- 
ney’s prejudiced judgment and cut 
short the defense. In the equity court 
where the infamous Judge Dennis 
Sullivan sits the striking garment 
workers and their attorney Peter Siss- 
man received the least courteous at- 
tention consistent with the “dignity” 
of the court. 

The steel workers in the Farrell 
case, tried in Mercer, Pennsylvania, 
were given scant audience by the 
court. The state’s case was accepted 
beforehand. In California the courts 
have accepted the false testimony of 
two confessed degenerate stool-pig- 
eons hundreds of times to ‘convict

Three-fourths of the world’s supply of coffee comes 
from Brazil, there is trouble down there, and there you are, 
says the trust. The house-wife will probably wend her: 
way homeward, blaming some “Bolshevik” of her imagina- 
tion, and picturing in her mind the borders of Brazil touch- 
ing those of Soviet Russia. é . 
In Chicago the city cowncil committee on the high cost 
of living gets busy and calls for the usual silly “BOYCOTT” 
to keep prices down. The committee's secretary announces 
that Chicago uses 83,333 pounds of coffee per day, which 
means an added $265,000 dropped into the pockets of the 
coffee trust, from this city alone. 


We turn to the pages of the July 30th issue ofthe New 
York Commercial. This is a house organ of the big corpora- 
tions that profit in food. The house-wife doesn’t read it. She 
gets no further than the comics, perhaps to the woman's 
page, and the account of the Loeb-Leopold murder trial. 

Here are a few headlines in the New York Commercial 
on the “coffee situation”: “Rebellion Has Not Influenced 
Coffee Prices;” “Coffee Declines on Brazilian WNews;’ 
“Market Closed 27 to 37 Poll |, Lower.”

But the coffee trust is deaf, dumb and blind to all this 
news. The coffee trust, like any other trust, is only awake 
to opportunities to increase the price of the commodity it 
deals in. The revolution in the Brazilian province of Sao 
Paulo had hardly gotten under way before the subsidized 
‘press began cartying propaganda predicting boosts in the 

rice of coffee. The hand of the hungry profiteer could easi- 
fy be discerned in this. This propaganda was soon followed 
by the 10 cent price boost.

The on xception that we know of is that no an- 
nouncement has yet been made of a change in the price of 
toothpicks because of the forest fires in the West.

There was a time when no coffee came from Brazil. 
the profiteers had other excuses for increasing prices then. 
Arabia formerly supplied the world, later the West Indies, 


and then Java, way off in the Orient. But now these fields 
of coffee production have been vs = se by Brazil, in 
South America, many thousands offmiles from Soviet Russia, 


In fact, the Sao Paulo revolution is an uprising against 
the centralized authority in Rio Janeiro. And Sao Paulo is 
only one of the four big coffee producing provinces of Brazil, 
no trouble being reported from the other three. 

There is no reason, therefore, for the boost in price of 
coffee, except the rapacity of the coffee profiteers. The 
coffee trust, like all the other trusts, international in 
its scope. A sandstorm on the Arabian deserts would just 
as quickly become the basis for an increase in the cost of 
“Mocha,” while a slight disturbance in the waters of the 
Indian Ocean might be used as an excuse for increasing the 

‘cost of “Java.” \

As a matter of fact, “The Chicago Journal of Com- 
merce,” July 31, in a New York dispatch, declares that, “The 
stock of 824,000 bags of coffee at Santos (Sao Paulo) is said 

_to be largely low grade coffee and not suitable for the U. S.

BERLIN, July, 31.—The Marx- 
Stresemann government has extended 
its formal apologies to the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics for the po- 
lice raid on the Soviet embassy in 
Berlin last Spring. Damages will be 
paid. 

This surrender by the capitalist 
government means that diplomatic re- 


j lations between the .two countries 


will bé resumed from the point where 


ia’s international prestige is en- 
anced by her victory in the negotia- 
tions, 

The Berlin government agrees to 
pay for all material damage sustained. 
The onus for the raid.is put on the 
police officer in charge and this indi- 
‘vidual has bgen dismissed from the 
force. The ex-territoriality of the 
Soviet commercial effice is recognized 
and the German government promisesj 
that it will seek to effect a commer- 

The May 3 raid. was Ghivabterized 
by a ruthless disregard of diplomatic 
rights. Desks were forced open and 
state @ocuments were seized which 
the government authorities expected 
to use in anti-Communist propaganda. 

The German government’s policy of 
putting the blame on the police is re- 
garded as the easiest way out. Rus- 
sian representatives, however, do not 
believe that the assault will | be 
repeated. The German government 
has too much to lose by such a course. 


Fewer Passenger 


Autos Produced as 
Times Get Harder 


(By The Federated Press) 

WASHINGTON, July 31.— Fewer 
passenger automobiles were produced 
in this country in June, 1924, than in 
any month since December, 1922, ac- 
cording to a census of 99 leading 
firms, announced by the Department 
of Commerce. Trucks, also, were at 
a low ebb. Except for last December, 
when the production of motor trucks 
was 27,762, the June output of 27,863 
was the lowest since February, 1923. 
Truck production was reported by 
137 makers. 

The number of passenger cars pro- 
duced in June of the present year 
was 217,927, compared with 337,442 
for June of 1923, and with 263,053 for 
June of 1922. For the first six months 
of 1924 the passenger car production 
was 1,806,502 as compared with_1,830,- 
956 for the corresponding period of 
1923.

Birth Control is 
Putting Kinks in 
California Census 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., July 31.—Spe- 
cial Agent W. H. Lackey of the fed- 
eral census bureau has arrived in Sa- 
cramento to investigate the birth con- 
trol movement in California. At least, 
that is the reason he gives for recent 
statistics showing that California has 
more mothers than any other state, 
but these mothers have fewer chil- 
dren. He finds 87 per cent of the mar- 
ried women in California have chil- 
dren, as against 83 per cent else- 
where, but there are 267 children per 
100 mothers, as against 300 per 100 in 
the rest of the country. “The differ- 
ence is due to practical birth control,” 
says Lackey.

- ABOUT FASCISM 


Bordiga Tells of Italian 
Workers’ Struggle 


(Special to the DAILY WORKER) 

MOSCOW, July 9 (By Mail).—The 
twenty-third session of the Fifth Con- 
gress of the Comintern listened to 
reports on Fascism. One was deliv- 
ered by Bordiga of Italy and the other 
by Freimuth of Germany. They 
showed that international Fascism, 
while presenting national differences, 
is still one of the most valuable 
weapons of the capitalist class in its 
struggle to beat back the rising revo- 
lution. For the workers it is of the 
utmost importance to find the methods 
‘py which Fascism can be met and 
overcome. € 

Bordiga said: 

I presented to the Fourth Congress 
@ report on the question of Fascism 
dealing with a very decisive period of 


the history of Fascism in Italy; that is |‘ 


to say, with the conquest of power by 
Mussolini. I must deal now with 
another phase of Fascist development 
which is connected, as you know, with 
the Matteotti affair. 

Mentions Matteottl. 


At this juncture it is of particular 
interest to study this important social 
ani political phenomenon. 

I am, of course, not going to repeat 
what I said about Fascism in my first 
report from the historical point of 
view. I will merely remind you of 
the fundamental criticism in connec- 
tion with the phenomena now before 
us and with which I dealt in my first 
report. 
~ It has been said that the develop- 
ment of the governmental crisis in 
Italy represented Fascism as the 
political negation of the period during 
which the liberal and demecratic bour- 
geosie of the left was in power in 
Italy. According to this point of view, 
Fascism came as a reaction against 
the concession post-war policy of 
Giolitti, etc. We think, on the con- 
trary, that there is a dialectic connec- 
tion between the two periods, and 
that the attitude which the Italian 
bourgeoisie adopted at first during the 
¢risis which convulsed the state after 
the war was paving the way for Fas- 
cism. 

Faeciem From Farms. 

Fascism began~-in the agricultural 
district. This is a characteristic fact. 
The attack on the positions of the red 
proletariat began in Italy in the agri- 
cultural districts. But if it is true that 
Fascism began its actions in the non- 
iadustrial districts, we m not imag- 
ine that it is purely a movement in 
the Interests of the agrarian bour- 
geoisie and of the big land owners. 
On the contrary, it is a movement 
which represents also the interests 
of the big industrial, financial and 
commercial bourgeoisie. It is an at- 
tempt at counter revolutionary unity 
of all the forces of the bourgeoisie. 
At the first glance, Fascism by its 
outward aspect does not seem to. be 
an organization of the important 
social classes which we have just 
named. It rather appears as a move- 
ment of the middle classes, of war 
veterans, of bourgeois intellectuals 
and of all other sections which the 
proletariat could not bring over to 
its side. 

Fascism is not a revolutionary 
movement. It ig rather a movement 

- the preservation of what exists 


tiready, and it does not present us’ 


#ith a new program. It merely brings 
forward a new factor which was en- 
tirely lacking in the old parties, a 
fermidable fighting organization, both 
political and military. 
Anti-Proletarian. 


What are the relations between 
Fascism and the proletariat 

Its name alone shows that it is an 
anti-socialist and therefore an anti- 
proletarian movement. From begin- 
ning to end it appears as the destroyer 
of even the smallest conquests of the 
working class. But even if Fascism 
is not the old extreme right reaction 
with its concomitant of martial law, 
terror, emergency legislation, and offi- 
cial prohibition of red and revolution- 
ary organizations, it is something 
more than that. It is a more modern, 
cunning movement which endeavors 
at the same time to do propaganda 
among the masses, and even adopts 
the principles of trade union organiza- 
tion. It endeavors to form economic 
workers’ organizations. It is self-evi- 
dent that we cannot compare these 
trade union organizations with the red 
trade unions. But we must admit that 
“ais is a very strong theoretical argu- 
ment against trade unions and even 
against revolutionary trade unionism, 
which maintains that the most effec- 
tive weapon for the proletarian struk- 
gie is economic organization. Facts 
have shown us that this weapon can 
be very well used for counter-revolt- 
tionary purposes. 

“Clase Co-operation.” 

In fact, Fascism has merely adopted, 
but in a new form, the old platform 
of left bourgeois parties and of the 
social democrats, namely, class co- 
operation. Fascism exploits also in 
the. same fashion national and patri- 
otic ideology. 

Thereupon Bordiga dealt with the 
facts which characterized the Fascist 
conquest of power.

We have now collected some ex- 
perience and mugt say frankly that 
the essence of the slogan for us is: 
a method of agitation and of organ- 
izing the masses. We must, of course, 
take advantage of the situation cre- 
ated by the existence of a labor gov- 
ernment, like that of MacDonald’s. 
The workers’ ggyernment is for us 
the most powerful and popular form- 
‘ula for the dictatorship of the pro- 


letariat. The workers and peasants 


perform the deed and then under- 
stand it. We must adopt the popular 
formula as we did in the Russian Re- 
volution. This is no small question, 
it is not a question of mere style, but 
a question whether we are a party 
which can touch the peasants and 
soldiers where they are most recep- 
tive, a party which is not a sect but 
a& mass party as the Bolsheviks were. 

Every bourgeois government is at 
the same time a capitalist govern- 
ment, but not every workers’ .govern- 
ment is a real proletarian govern- 
ment, i. e. a revolutionary weapon of 
proletarian power. The Communist 
International must take account of 
the following possibilities. 

1. A liberal labor government. Such 
a government existed in Australia; 
such a government may soon arise in 
England in the near future. 

2. A social democratic workers’ 
government (Germany). 

3. A workers’ and peasants’ govern- 
ment. Such a possibility exists in the 
Balkans, Czecho-Slovakia, etc. 

4. A workers’ government with 
Communist participation. 

5..A genuine proletarian workers’ 
government, which can be realized in 
its pure form only by the Communist 
Party. .

HE American Delegation endorses 

the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Third International as 
presented by Comrade Zinoviev. he 
American Delegation: wishes to lay 
particular stress on its agreement 
with the policies of the Communist 
International as regards the following 
questions: 

1. The United Front has proved to 
be a powerful weapon in the hands 
of the various Communist Parties, 
drawing the masses into the sphere 
of influence of the Communist Parties, 
accelerating the struggle of the work- 
ing class for power, exposing the re- 
actionary character of the social dem- 
ocrats and the official labor union 
leaders. It has also proven a valuable 
means of drawing the backward 
masses of the American working class 
nearer to the class struggle and to 
the Communist Party. 

The American Delegation is in full 
agreement with the measures and de- 
cisions of the Communist Interna- 
tional as regards the application of 
the policy of the United Front in the 
various countries. 

2. The slogan of “Workers’ and 
Farmers’ Government” has been of 
great value in stimulating the class 
spirit and the will to power among 
the working masses. We emphasize 
that only the revolutionary use of the 
slogan of Workers’ and Farmers’ Gov- 


ernment as opposed sina slieha of 
a liberal labor governnient or “coali- 
tion” government; and as a symbol@ot

reactionary leaders and to capture 
the. masses of the trade union mem- 
bership, mobilize it under Commun- 
ist leadership in_ the revolutionary 
struggle for power. We wish to em- 
phasize as strongly as possible our 
agreement with this policy, especially 
as expressed in the decision of the 
Communist International on the ques- 
tion of the German trade unions. 

_ 5, The report of the Executive con- 
cerning the Russian and the German 
Communist Parties is unreservedly 
endorsed by the American Delegation. 
We support the old guard of the Rus- 
sian Party which in connection with 
the broad masses of shop and factory 


workers form the frin-claes force of 
the Russian revolution. We consider 
the criticism made by the German 
jLeft against the Right is fully justi- 
fied, and we -endorse the decision of 
the Communist International support- 
ing the German left majority. 

6. The fight of the Communist In- 
ternational against both,the right op- 
portunistic tendencies and the left 
sickness within the Communist move- 
ment finds the absolute support of the 
American Delegation. We consider it 
essential that also in the future a con- 
stant struggle should be waged both 
against\right aberrations as exempli- 
fied by Hovgland, the left aberrations 
personified by Bordiga, and the more 
dangerous revisionism of Grazeadei,} 
Korsch and Lukacs. 

The American Delegation agrees 
with the criticism of the Communist 


International of the American Party} 


that opportunistic tendencies as ex- 
pressed by the Loré group have mani- 
fested themselves and must be com- 
batted relentlessly. . 

We agree that mistakes such as are 
mentioned in the Communist Interna- 
tional letter have been made in an 
attempt to apply the United Front 
tactics in the Americah situation and 
that these mistakes were due to the 
youth of the party and its lack of ex- 
perience in the United Front, ma- 
neuyer.

Neurath was 
quite right in his article agaifist Hula, 
in which he said that the executive 
never proposed this.

At the same moment, we said it was 
obviously quite otherwise in Poland, 
and also in Austria and other coun- 
tries.

But revolution is not a thing 
which can be done at will; neither is 
it at the disposal even of the boldest 
of political leaders, for even he cannot 
make events happen whenever he 
wills it. 
| Only Shift of Leaders. 


Therefore; no revolution took place. 
There was a change in the leadership 
of the bourgeois class, but this change 
does. not represent a change of the 
program of the Italian bourgeoisie 
neither from the economic and social 
nor from the home policy point of 
view. 

It is true that there were persecu- 
tiens against Communists, but the 
legal procedure was thé ordinary pro- 
cedure of the land and no emergency 
legislation was introduced. The old 
laws are very democratic and liberal, 
and this enabled us to come out of the 
trial with flying colors. This does not 
mean that there were no serious pros- 


}ecutions against the proletariat, but 


what I want to say is that in this 
purely political lawsuit, which was 
supposed to deal a death blow to the 
revolutionary general staff, the new 
situation created by Fascism did not 
make any difference. 

Bordiga reviewed the economic 
situation in Italy under the Fascist 
regime and showed that in reality it 
has become; worse, for today the lira 
is lower than it ever was before. 
Mussolini's contention is that it could 
Shave fallen lower still if it had not 
been for Fascism, an utterly worthless 
argument. 

vWMiddie-Class Awakening. 

The Fateist government has not 
kept its promises, and there is great 
disillusionment in the class on whose 


support Fascism depended, uamely, 


the middle class. 

I want to deal now with the methods 
of the Fascist government towards the 
real proletariat. I have just told you 
that our trial showed the inefficiency 
of the official defensive legal means 
of the Fascist state. But the latter 
used.many other methods against the 
proletariat, and these methods are 
very serious for us, for our comrades 
have been charged as common crimi- 
nals for actions which were in reality: 
sanguinary encounters between the | 
Fascists and the proletariat, especial. 
ly when the latter was represented by 
Communists. 

Fascists enjoy complete immunity 
even if there is overwhelming evi- 
dence against them. But terrible sen- 
tences are passed on workers’ who 
dared to defend themselves against 
fascist attacks. There is an amnesty 
which acquits all those who commit- 
ted crimes for a national purpose. 
This amnesty is, of course, extended 
to only fascists, while revolutionaries 
are’ kept in prison and recently are 
sentenced to 10 and 20 years. 


Official “Freedom.” 


We have in fact a government 
which uses the basest means of perse- 
cution against the working class which 
is driven to despair. Officially, all 
guarantees are honored. It is allowed 
te form Communist parties and to or- 
ganize an anarchist movement, etc., 
but in reality there is coercion of a 
‘very formidable nature. Officially, 
there is freedom of the press, but the 
provincial \perfects. can issue the or- 
ders at any time to suspend papers. 

As to the trade unions, great pres- 
sure is exercised by the fasciStsgov- 
ernment which compelled workers to 
enter’ into fascist trade-unions by 
means of violence. The premises of 
red trade-unions were destroyed. But 
fascist activities in industrial organ- 
izations were not very successful. The 
fact is that the Italian proletariat is 
disorganized, instead» of being organ- 
ized, in fascist trade-unions. Some. 
times there are workers’ demonstra- 
tions, under the official leadership of 
fascist trade-unions, because they are 
allowed to take action in defence of 
their demands.

Disorganizes Workers. | : 
Then Bordiga dealt with the discon- 
tent of the middle class and of the 
small peasantry because of fascist 
governmental measures. The latter, 
who do not count as a political factor, 
ére being gradually expropriated by 
the big peasantry. He then dealt with 
the conflicts between the extremists 
and revisionists of fascism. Fascism 
has not introduced anything new on 
the field of foreign policy. It is true, 
we had the de jure recognition of the 
39 oviet Government but the Italian 
proletariat was not taken in by the 
machinations of the fascist - press. 
Italian capitalism was interested in an 
understanding with Russia. The Ital- 
ian proletariat enterpreted this recog- 
nition not as a sign of weakness o 
the part of Soviet Russia but as a sign 
of weakness on the part of fascism. 

Bordiga elso spoke of the conditions 
of the Mussolini election, and ex- 
plainsd the positions and the forces 
of the different parties. And Wd em- 
phasized. the importance of the com- 
munist fight during this election and 
of the success achieved by Communist 
candidates. 

Then he dealt with the Matteotti af- 
fair and spoke of the conditions under 
which the socialist defeat took place. 
The discontent which began to de- 
velop in the sections of the popula- 
tion deceived by fascism, spread after 
this event. 

Proletariat Not Pacifist. 

The discontent is great among the 
middle classes. But one must differ- 
entiate between this movement and 
the state of mind of the working class. 
It is by pacifist and legal means that 
the recently formed opposition against 
fascism hopes to bring about a change. 
But the proletariat knows full well 
that the excesses of the forces of the 
right must be met by force and that 
the situation can be stabilized only 
by long periods of struggle and by 
violent means and can be finally set- 
tled only by the establishment. of pro- 
letarian dictatorship. 


Communists Sought Strike. 
At the beginning, all the opposition 
parties, including even the Communist 


tests. But since then the Parties have 
divided. The parliamentary Commun- 
ist fraction dissociated itself from the 
declarations made by the other Par- 
ties. All the other Parties, including 
even the maximalists, formed a joint 
committee of parliamentary opposi- 
tion. In connection with this, a very 
peculiar thing happened. The Com- 
munist Party proposed the general 
strike as a protest against the assas- 
sination of Matteotti. Strikes had 
already broken out spontaneously. 
But all the’ other Parties were of 
course opposed to the proposal of the 
Communist Party, and advocated a 
10 minutes’ strike. -But even fascist 
and employers’ organizations were in 
favor of this proposal! Thereby this 
strike was deprived of all political and 
class importance. It is self-evident 
that the Communifts alone proposed 
the right form of protest with which 
the assassination of Matteotti should 
have been met. — - 

What is the present position of the 
Mussolini government and what is the 
general defeat which might lead to in- 
teresting developments. The situation 
can change much more rapidly than 
we expected before the Matteotti af- 
fair took place., It is clear that the 
position of the fascisti will be much 
more difficult in the future and that 
the possibility of anti-fascist action 
has takeh place. = 


Communists Gain. 


The problem which confronts the 
revolutionaries as as follows: “How 
are we to use this situation and what 
is to be our attitude? The Party must 
insist on the autonomous role which 
was assigned to if. It must adopt 
the slogan of the liquidation of all 
anti-fascist oppositions, and must re- 
place them by an open and direct ac- 
tion of the Communist movement. 
There are certain facts which have 
given prominence to our Party. Since 
the election and since other manifes- 
tations and demonstrations of the ac- 
tivity and vitality of our Party, our 
adversaries have adopted a different 
language toward us. The fascist press 
wants to enter into polemics with us 
almost daily in connection with the

‘attention to our Party and to its task 
which differs from all the other op- 
position movements. 


The Communist Party is the only 
Party which offers to” the masses 
means of action capable of putting an 
end to the present situation. @ must 
carry out our task of agitation in op- 
position to the socialist end maximal- 
ist parties. This is the way in which 
we must use the situation which. has 
arisen. We must naturally not depend 
only on politics, but must rally and 
unite the masses. It is only when we 
shall have achieved this unity of the 
masses that we shall have found the 
right foundation for the development 
of our struggle against fascism. 


Arouse Masses. 


Other means must be used than an 
attack led by a terrorist minority! 
We never had faith in such tactics, 
and if there is a political movement 
which by its critical and political at- 
titude endeavors to liquidate the il- 
lusion of effective action by terrorist 
minorities, it is our Party. 


We are convinced that revolution- 
ary success can be achieved only by 
bringing into motion the masses, the 
working class and its allies—the peas- 
ants which must be led by the Com- 
munist Party which must be the gen- 
eral Staff of the proletariat. 


Bordiga spoke also of fascism as an 
international phenomenon and ex- 
plained the conditions which gave rise 
to it. They existed in Italy where 
fascism lad national and religious 
unity. But he said that these condi- 
tions were not as developed in other 
countries, for instance in Germany 
where fascism can evidently develop 
but under another form. He said that 
in Germany fascism will be rather of 
a petty-bourgeois character and will 
never achieve complete unity with the 
big bourgeoisie. 

For the struggle against fascism 
abroad Italian Communists do not de- 
pend onthe hypocritical support of the 
foreign bourgeoisie, on a moral cam- 
paign, but rather on the revolutionary 
solidarity of the workers of all coun- 
tries in the struggle against bourgéoi:,

Long After Curfew

NEW YORK, July 31.—More than 
a thousand workers gave enthusiastic 
demonstration of their opposition to 

capitalist war at a huge open air mass 
meeting held at 110th St. and 5th Ave. 
This meeting, arranged by the Work- 
ers Party, Local New York, marked 
the opening of the anti-war week 
campaign in New York. ' 

Amongst those that addredsed the 
meeting were Juliet Stuart Poyntz, 
H, M. Wicks, Rebecca Grecht, Charles 
Mitchell, and Ludwig Landy, with 
Bronson as chairman. The speakers 
dwelt on the nature of capitalist wars 
and the growth of American imperial- 
ism. They exposed the Socialist be- 
trayal of 1914 and the years after that, 
and called upon the workers to or- 
ganize for the establishment of a 
Soviet Republic as the only way to 
eliminate wars. . 

Still Strong at Midnight. 

The audience was not a shifting, 
changing one. The immense crowd 
which gathered early in the evening 
remained for several hours listening 
attentively to the Communist mes- 
sage of class war against capitalist 
war, and laudly applauding all mem- 
tion of Soviet Russia as the only na- 
tion sincerely striving for peace. 

At 12 midnight, the meeting was 
still going strong, but had to be dis- 
persed by order of the police.

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' War Over Peace Treaty? 


Will the United States and England go to war 
to settle the dispute over the proper interpreta- 
tion of the Washington convention for the limita- 
tion of armaments? 

Other war threats are more immediate than this 
one, but still this dispute over what \the treaty 
means, containing as it does the seeds "@f°war, is 
very illuminating. It helps to throw light upon 
the essentially warlike and imperialist nature of 
capitalist government, and discloses the so-called 
peace treaties for what they are, mere maneuvers 
on the war chess-board. 

Great Britain and the United States, among 
other nations, entered into an agreement for the 
limitation of naval armaments. This was supposed 
to stabilize international relations and insure 
peace between the agreeing nations. Out of this 
very agreement Great Britain finds a serious 
grievance. She complains that the United States, 
in violation of the convention, is changing the 
elevation and range of guns on battleships. A 
formal protest has been entered at Washington. 

On the other hand, Washington officials take the 
protest very lightly. They announce that they 
“will go ahead with the program,” refusing to 
acknowledge that any violation of the treaty is 
involved in the “modernization” of American 
battleships that is being carried out. 

The paragraph in the treaty to which the British 
refer provides that in existing battleships, “No 
alterations in side-armor, in caliber, in number of 
guns, or general type of mounting shall be per- 
mitted.” 

Britain says this prevents “us” from doing 
what “we” do; “we”’—which is to say, our capi- 
talist masters in Washington who assume to speak 
in our name—say it means nothing-of the sort. 
Well, inasmuch as we don’t agree on what the 
peace treaty means, there seems nothing left but 
to test out the guns on one another. The one who 
has violated the treaty most effectively will win 
the test and establish his interpretation of it. 

A sense of humor is absplutely necessary in 
dealing with the absurdities of capitalist imperial- 
ism. Have a good laugh—but prepare. for the next 
conscription act that will soon be picking us up 
for service in “pacifying” Europe.

Watson’s Antics 


The country will soon be treated to another bat- 
tle in legal sophistries and abstruse judicial techni- 
calities. United States “Beef Trust” Senator Wat- 
son of Indiana is on the warpath against the In- 
ternal Revenue Investigating Committee. 

Senator Couzens of Michigan is insisting that 
the committee investigating the prohibition unit of 
the Internal. Revenue Department continue its 
work during the summer. Mr. Watson, who has 
for years served the packing and other big business 
interests, is doing his best to stifle the investiga- 
tion in order to save the political face and neck of 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrew W. Mellon. The 
latter is now vacationing in Europe and laying 
down the law of the American bankers to Herriot, 
the Belgian Theunis, MacDonald and other Euro- 
pear diplomats at the London Reparations Con- 
ference. 

A majority of the committee has decided to re- 
sume the investigation. Senator Watson, who is 
always ready to applaud the sending of troops to 


break up strikes of miners and railroad workers | 


under the guise of preserving law and order, 1s 
now breaking the law by blocking the investigation 
and by urging witnesses to refuse to testify. The 
Indiana senator would have the country believe 
that the committee has no legal right to investigate 
while Congress is not in session. 

Of course Mr. Watson is simply trying to avoid 
any more truth deaking out about Mellon’s shady 
deals. Campaign times are not exactly appropri- 
ate for exposures of rankness in republican poli- 
tics. Mr. Watson ought to know. He has been 
steeped in the filthiest brand of employing class 
polities for many years. 

But there is something more significant about 
the incident. Congress was elected. under~the sys- 
tem which we are so often asked to Believe sacred 
and invidétable, .This Congress appoints a commit- 
tee and empowers it to finish a certain piece of 
work. Now Mr. Watscn is planning to call on the 
eourts to choke off the investigation. This is the 
usual style in which such operations are engi- 
neered. 

This is the blessed democracy that the workers 
and farmers are askéed to worship. This is the way 
in which the “will of the people” is violated by the 
very ones who are supposed to be serving them 
What a hollow mockery!, What a sham the whole 
show is! Senator Watson and his capitalist crew 
will have their way, without doubt.

Of all the dangerous “Bolsheviks” who rode ir 
on the tige of the last Labor Party victory in Eng- 


land, none was more feared than Mr. Philip Snow- 
den. A shudder went through the spines of the 
Lombard Street bankers when Snowden was made 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. * 

But now Mr. Snowden is no longer a menace or 
a mystery to the British capitalist class. In his 
new and mighty pffice Snowden has lost all ear- 
marks of a pink labor evangelist or agitator. Mr. 
Snowden has gone over the top for the London big 
business interests. 

For the first three months the Labor Chancellor 
of the Exchequer was watched closely by the 
hawks of London’s financial alleys. The official 
observers began to say that My. Snowden, the 
labor agitator, was as different from Mr. Snowden, 
the Chancellor, as Mr. Hyde from Dr. Jekyll. Then 
on the eve of his first budget, the British pound 
began to wobble a bit because of the fear that the 
dreaded capital levy would be advocated.

who appreciated more ‘highly than I that a Chan- 
cellor’s first duty is to do nothing which will in 
the slightest degree result in a loss of confidence 
in the national credit.” 

The British employers know that Mr. Snowden 
is fully aware that_the mere possibility of the levy 
on capital is sufficient to cause another “flight 
ofthe pound.” His unequivocal words are there- 
fore welcomed by them as definitely putting on the 
shelf this tax measure. 

The exploiters of the English working class cer- 
tainly have good causé to rejoice. Mr. Snowden is 
doing for them in the name of the Labor Party 
what the leaders of the Second International have 
been doing for the German, French, Belgian and 
other capitalists for many.years.
